own  Blood :  teach  me,  thy  unworthy  servant,  whom 
among  thy  manifold  mercies  thou  hast  vouchsafed 
to  call  to  the  office  of  Priesthood  through  no  merits 
of  my  own,  but  only  of  thine  abundant  mercy; 
teach  me,  I  pray  thee,  by  thy  Holy  Spirit  to  draw 
near  to  so  great  a  mystery,  as  is  meet  and  right, 
with  reverence  and  honour,  and  in  all  godliness 
and  fear.  Make  me  by  thy  grace  always  so  to 
believe  and  understand,  to  feel  and  firmly  to  hold, 
to  speak  and  to  think  concerning  this  holy  Mystery 
as  shall  be  well  pleasing  to  thee  and  profitable  to 
my  soul.  Let  thy  good  Spirit  enter  into  my  heart, 
that  with  voiceless  utterance  and  without  sound  of 
words  he  may  speak  there  all  thy  truth,  that  passes 
man's  understanding,  hidden  beneath  the  veil  of 
holiness.  Of  thy  great  mercy  vouchsafe  to  me  to 
celebrate  this  holy  mystery  in  purity  of  heart  and 
integrity  of  mind.  Deliver  my  heart  from  all  un 
clean  and  evil  thoughts,  from  all  enmity  and  hurt 
ful  things.  Defend  me  with  the  gracious  and 
unfailing  guard  of  thy  holy  Angels,  that  by  their 
mighty  protection  the  enemies  of  good  may  be 
banished  thence.  By  the  power  of  this  great 
mystery  and  by  the  hands  of  thy  holy  Angel,  drive 
far  from  me  and  from  all  thy  servants  the  spirit  of 
hardness  of  heart,  the  spirit  of  pride  and  vain 
glory,  the  spirit  of  envy  and  blasphemy,  the  spirit 
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of  fornication  and  uncleanness,  the  spirit  of  doubt 
and  unfaithfulness.  Confound  them  that  persecute 
us,  destroy  them  that  make  haste  to  destroy  us. 

Monday. 

OKING  of  virgins,  Lover  of  chastity  and  purity, 
pour  on  me  the  heavenly  dew  of  thy  blessing, 
to  quench  in  my  body  the  taint  of  burning  lust, 
that  I  may  abide  in  continual  chastity  both  of  body 
and  soul.  Mortify  in  my  members  all  the  stings  of 
the  flesh,  all  inordinate  affections,  and  all  lustful 
motions,  giving  unto  me  true  and  abiding  chastity 
and  all  other  gifts  that  truly  please  thee ;  that  I  may 
offer  unto  thee  this  sacrifice  of  praise  in  purity  of 
body  and  cleanness  of  heart.  For  what  man  can 
understand  with  what  sorrow  of  heart,  with  what 
a  fountain  of  tears,  with  what  reverence  and  fear, 
with  what  chastity  of  body  and  purity  of  heart  he 
should  draw  near  to  celebrate  that  divine  and 
heavenly  sacrifice,  wherein  thy  Flesh  is  eaten  indeed 
and  thy  Blood  is  drunk  indeed,  where  things  beneath 
and  things  above,  things  earthly  and  things  heavenly 
are  made  one,  where  are  thy  holy  Angels  ever 
present,  where  in  a  wonderful  and  ineffable  order 
thou  hast  constituted  thyself  to  be  both  Sacrifice 
and  Priest. 

Tuesday. 

WHAT  man  can  worthily  celebrate  this 
Sacrifice,  unless  thou,  Almighty  God,  dost 
make  worthy  him  that  offers  it  ?  I  know,  O  Lord, 
and  know  of  a  surety,  and  to  thy  goodness  do  I 
confess  the  same,  that  I  am  not  worthy  to  draw 
near  to  so  great  a  mystery  because  of  my  grievous 
sins  and  my  manifold  negligences.  But  I  know, 
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and  truly  believe  with  all  my  heart,  and  confess 
with  my  mouth,  that  thou  canst  make  me  worthy, 
who  alone  canst  make  clean  them  that  are  con 
ceived  in  uncleanness,  who  alone  canst  justify  and 
sanctify  sinners.  O  my  God,  I  pray  thee,  by  this 
thy  almighty  power,  that  thou  wouldst  vouchsafe 
to  me  a  sinner,  to  celebrate  this  sacrifice  with  fear 
and  trembling,  with  purity  of  heart  and  a  fountain 
of  tears,  with  spiritual  gladness  and  heavenly 
rejoicing.  Grant  that  my  soul  may  feel  the  sweet 
ness  of  thy  blessed  presence,  and  the  guard  of  thy 
holy  Angels  round  about  me. 

Wednesday. 

FOR  I,  0  Lord,  having  in  devout  remembrance 
thy  holy  passion,  draw  near  unto  thy  altar, 
although  a  sinner,  to  offer  unto  thee  the  sacrifice 
which  thou  hast  instituted  and  commanded  us  to 
offer  in  memory  of  thee  for  our  salvation.  I 
beseech  thee,  Almighty  God,  that  thou  wouldest 
receive  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  thy  holy  Church, 
and  the  people  which  thou  hast  purchased  with 
thine  own  Blood.  And  forasmuch  as  thou  hast 
vouchsafed  to  set  me,  a  sinner,  to  be  a  mediator 
between  thee  and  the  same  thy  people,  I  pray  thee, 
that,  though  thou  findest  not  in  me  the  testimony 
of  good  works,  yet  thou  wouldest  not  make  void 
the  office  and  ministry  which  thou  hast  committed 
unto  my  charge:  that  the  price  of  their  redemption, 
for  whom  thou  hast  vouchsafed  to  offer  thyself  to 
be  a  perfect  oblation  and  satisfaction,  be  not  lost 
through  my  unworthiness.  And  moreover,  0  Lord, 
I  offer  (if  thou  wilt  vouchsafe  to  look  favourably 
thereon)  the  tribulations  of  all  peoples,  the  danger 
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of  all  nations,  the  sighing  of  all  prisoners,  the 
sorrow  of  the  fatherless,  the  labours  of  them  that 
travel,  the  want  of  the  sick,  the  despair  of  them 
that  languish:  all  old  men  that  are  failing,  all 
young  men  longing  after  thee,  the  vows  of  all 
virgins,  and  the  lamentations  of  all  widows. 

Thursday. 

FOR  thou,  O  Lord,  hast  mercy  upon  all  men 
and  hatest  nothing  that  thou  hast  made. 
Remember  how  short  our  time  is:  for  that  thou  art 
our  Father,  for  that  thou  art  our  God,  be  not  angry 
with  us  as  we  have  deserved,  and  restrain  not  the 
bowels  of  thy  mercy  towards  us:  for  we  do  not 
present  our  supplications  before  thee  for  our  own 
righteousness,  but  for  thy  great  mercies.  Take 
away  from  us  our  iniquities,  and  in  thy  mercy 
kindle  in  us  the  fire  of  thy  Holy  Spirit.  Take  the 
stony  heart  out  of  our  flesh,  and  give  us  an  heart 
of  flesh,  that  we  may  love  and  cherish  thee,  delight 
in  thee,  follow  thee  and  enjoy  thee.  We  beseech 
thee,  O  Lord,  of  thy  mercy,  to  shew  the  light  of  thy

On  thee  do  Angels  feed  in  all  thy  fulness.  Grant 
that  I,  a  pilgrim  and  a  sojourner,  may  feed  on  thee 
in  such  measure  as  I  may,  that  I  fail  not  in  my 
journey,  with  such  provision  to  stay  me.  O  bread 
holy,  pure,  and  living,  who  didst  come  down  from 
heaven  and  givest  life  unto  the  world,  come  into  my 
heart,  and  cleanse  me  from  all  defilement  both  of 
flesh  and  of  spirit.  Enter  into  my  soul,  heal  and 
cleanse  me  both  outwardly  and  inwardly.  Be  the 
protection  and  abiding  health  both  of  my  body  and 
of  my  soul.  Drive  far  from  me  all  the  enemies  that  lie 
in  wait  for  me :  grant  that  they  may  fly  far  off  from 
the  presence  of  thy  power:  that  being  in  all  things 
defended  by  thee,  I  may  walk  in  a  straight  way  into 
thy  Kingdom :  where  we  shall  no  more  behold  thee 
in  a  mystery  as  in  this  present  time,  but  shall  see 
thee  face  to  face,  when  thou  shalt  deliver  up  the 
kingdom  to  God  the  Father,  and  God  shall  be  all  in 
all.  For  on  that  day  shalt  thou  satisfy  me  with  a 
wondrous  fulness,  so  that  I  shall  no  more  hunger 
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or  thirst  for  ever  :  Who  with  the  same  God  the 
Father  and  the  Holy  Spirit  livest  and  reignest, 
world  without  end.  Amen. 


ANOTHER  PRAYER  OF  ST.  AMBROSE. 

OMOST  loving  Lord  Jesu  Christ,  I  a  sinner, 
trusting  not  in  my  own  righteousness  but  in 
thy  goodness  and  mercy,  draw  near  to  the  table  of 
thy  most  comfortable  feast,  in  fear  and  trembling. 
My  heart  and  body  are  defiled  by  many  sins;  my 
mind  and  tongue  have  not  been  guarded  from  evil. 
Therefore,  O  God  of  love,  awful  in  thy  majesty, 
in  the  straits  of  my  misery  I  fly  unto  thee,  the 
fountain  of  all  mercy,  I  hasten  unto  thee  for  heal 
ing,  I  flee  to  thy  protection:  and  since  I  may  not 
stand  before  thy  judgment,  I  yearn  to  have  thee 
for  my  Saviour.  In  thy  sight,  O  Lord,  I  lay  bare 
my  bruises  and  uncover  my  shame.  I  know  my 
sins  to  be  many  and  grievous,  and  therefore  I  am 
afraid :  I  put  my  trust  in  thy  mercies,  for  the  sum 
of  them  cannot  be  numbered.  Look  upon  me, 
therefore,  O  Lord  Jesu  Christ,  King  eternal,  God 
and  man,  crucified  for  man,  with  the  eyes  of  thy 
mercy.  Hearken  unto  me;  for  I  put  my  trust  in 
thee :  have  mercy  upon  me,  who  am  full  of  misery 
and  sin,  O  thou  unfailing  fountain  of  mercy.  Hail, 
saving  Victim,  offered  for  me  and  all  mankind 
upon  the  shameful  Cross.  Hail,  0  noble  and 
precious  Blood,  flowing  from  the  wounds  of  Jesus 
Christ,  my  Lord,  crucified  for  me,  to  wash  away  the 
sins  of  the  whole  world.  Remember,  O  Lord,  thy 
creature,  whom  thou  hast  redeemed  with  thy  Blood. 
I  repent  me  of  my  sins,  I  desire  to  amend  what  I 
have  done  amiss.  I  beseech  thee,  therefore,  most 
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merciful  Father,  take  away  from  me  all  my  sins 
and  iniquities ;  that  being  purified  both  in  body  and 
soul,  I  may  worthily  receive  these  most  holy  mys 
teries  :  and  grant  that  as  now  in  my  unworthiness 
I  purpose  to  be  a  partaker  of  thy  Body  and  Blood, 
so  I  may  thereby  obtain  remission  of  my  sins,  and 
full  delivery  from  my  guilt:  that  all  evil  thoughts 
may  be  banished  from  me,  and  all  good  affections 
be  born  again  within  me:  that  all  such  works  as 
are  pleasing  to  thee  may  effectually  be  accom 
plished  in  me,  to  my  protection  both  in  body  and 
soul  against  all  the  assaults  of  my  enemies. 

PRAYER  OF  ST.  THOMAS  AQUINAS. 

A  LMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God,  behold  I  draw 
J~\.  near  to  the  Sacrament  of  thy  only-begotten 
Son,  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  I  draw  near,  sick  to 
the  Physician  of  life,  foul  to  the  fountain  of  mercy, 
blind  to  the  light  of  eternal  glory,  poor  and  needy 
to  the  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth.  I  implore  thee, 
therefore,  that  of  the  abundance  of  thine  infinite 
mercy  thou  wouldest  vouchsafe  to  heal  my  sick 
ness,  to  wash  my  foulness,  to  enlighten  my  blind 
ness,  to  enrich  my  poverty,  to  clothe  my  naked 
ness:  that  so  I  may  receive  him,  who  is  the  bread 
of  Angels,  King  of  kings  and  Lord  of  lords, 
with  all  the  reverence  and  humility,  all  the  contri 
tion  and  devotion,  all  the  purity  and  faith,  and  that 
due  purpose  and  intention  that  shall  be  profitable 
for  the  salvation  of  my  soul.  Grant,  I  pray  thee, 
that  I  may  not  only  receive  the  Sacrament  of  the 
Body  and  Blood  of  the  Lord,  but  also  the  effect  and 
operation  of  the  same.  Most  gracious  God,  grant 
that  I  may  so  receive  the  Body  of  thy  only-begotten 
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Son,  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  taken  by  him  of  the 
Virgin  Mary,  that  I  may  be  made  incorporate  in  his 
mystical  Body  and  numbered  among  his  members. 
Vouchsafe,  0  most  loving  Father,  that  like  as  I  now 
do  purpose  in  this  my  pilgrimage  to  receive  beneath 
a  veil  thy  well-beloved  Son,  so  I  may  hereafter 
behold  him  face  to  face:  Who  liveth  and  reigneth 
with  thee  in  the  unity  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  ever  one 
God,  world  without  end.  Amen. 

ACTS  OF  VIRTUE. 
From  St.  Francis  of  Sales,  Bishop  of  Geneva. 

i.  Act  of  Adoration. 

OGOD,  who  art  three  persons  and  one  substance, 
and  thou  Lord  Jesu  Christ,  very  God  and  very 
man,  with  my  whole  heart  I  adore  thee,  and  confess 
that  thou  art  my  true  and  only  Maker  and  Redeemer 
and  my  last  end.  And  since  my  adoration  is  too 
weak  and  scanty,  I  offer  unto  thee  that  most  ex 
cellent  adoration  wherewith  thy  sacred  manhood 
ever  worshippeth  thee ;  together  with  the  adoration 
of  thy  most  glorious  Mother  the  Virgin  Mary  and 
the  whole  company  of  heaven,  and  of  the  holy 
Catholic  Church  thy  beloved  bride. 

2.  Act  of  Love. 

MOREOVER,  O  Lord,  I  love  thee  with  all  my 
heart,  with  all  my  soul,  and  with  all  my 
strength,  and  I  yearn  to  love  thee  above  all  things  ; 
and  if  it  were  possible,  I  would  fain  love  thee  with 
that  perfect  love  wherewith  thou  dost  love  thyself  ; 
wherewith  thy  sacred  manhood  and  the  most 
glorious  Virgin  Mary  and  the  whole  company  of 
heaven  and  the  holy  Catholic  Church  do  love  thee. 
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3.  Act  of  Contrition. 

AND,  forasmuch  as  thou,  O  Lord,  art  infinitely 
wise,  good,  just  and  merciful,  therefore  with 
my  whole  heart  I  lament  and  detest  above  all  things 
all  the  sins  both  mortal  and  venial  that  I  have 
committed  in  thought,  word,  and  deed,  from  the 
first  moment  when  I  came  to  years  of  discretion 
unto  the  present  hour.  And  instead  of  my  im 
perfect  sorrow  I  offer  unto  thee  that  bitter  contri 
tion  wherewith  thy  holy  Prophet  David,  thy  holy 
Apostle  Saint  Peter,  Saint  Mary  Magdalene,  and 
all  true  penitents  have  grieved  since  the  world 
began  unto  the  present  day,  firmly  purposing  by  the 
help  of  thy  divine  grace  never  more  to  offend  against 
thee. 

4.  Act  of  Satisfaction. 

AtfD  because,  0  Lord,  it  lieth  not  in  me  to  make 
atonement  for  the  manifold  guilt,  whereby 
I  do  confess  myself  to  be  bound  by  reason  of  my 
sins  and  transgressions,  therefore  in  satisfaction 
for  the  same  I  offer  unto  thee  all  my  works,  all  the 
labour,  penances  and  sorrows  that  hitherto  I  have 
borne,  or  shall  bear  hereafter,  together  with  the 
meritorious  life,  passion,  and  death  of  thy  only- 
begotten  Son,  most  humbly  asking  pardon  for  all 
my  sins  and  effectual  grace,  whereby  before  the 
hour  of  my  death  I  may  do  penance  for  the  same. 

5.  Act  of  Oblation. 

FINALLY,  O  Lord,  with  this  my  sacrifice  I  offer 
up  myself  entirely  to  thy  honour  and  eternal 
glory,  and  dedicate  myself  unto  thee  in  union  with 
that  burning  love  and  pure  intention  wherewith  at 
thy  last  supper  thou  didst  give  thyself  to  be  our 
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food,  and  on  the  altar  of  the  Cross  didst  offer  thy 
Blood  as  a  sacrifice  for  our  redemption.  And  in 
stead  of  my  scanty  preparation  and  my  present  poor 
devotion,  I  offer  unto  thee  that  utter  lowliness, 
charity  and  purity  wherewith  thy  most  holy  Mother, 
and  all  thy  faithful  servants  have  drawn  near  to 
this  most  holy  sacrament;  wherewith  thy  holy 
Apostles  and  all  holy  priests  have  been  endued  for 
the  offering  of  this  dreadful  sacrifice  unto  thee  from 
the  day  when  first  thou  didst  ordain  it,  unto  the 
present  time  ;  wherewith  also  thy  holy  Catholic 
Church  is  endued  in  all  places  to  offer  the  same. 

ACTS  OF  THE  VARIOUS  VIRTUES. 

From  the  Tract  on  the  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass  of  the  Venerable  John  Bona. 

Faith. 

MOST  gracious  Jesu,  would  that  it  were  given 
unto  me  under  the  glistening  veil  of  the 
sacramental  signs  to  behold  thy  face,  whereon  the 
Angels  desire  to  look.  Would  that  there  were  opened 
unto  me  the  saving  fountains  of  thy  five  wounds, 
which  with  the  eyes  of  faith  I  behold  upon  thy  Body, 
the  fountains  of  living  water  for  the  washing  of  my 
sinful  soul!  O  wells  of  water  springing  up  to  life 
eternal,  pour  on  me  the  waters  of  grace,  to  satisfy 
my  thirst,  that  being  filled  with  joy  and  endued 
with  a  lively  faith,  I  may  cry  out  with  Saint  Thomas 
the  Apostle  :  My  Lord  and  my  God.  For  I  believe 
with  sure  faith  that  thou  art  present  in  the  most 
holy  sacrament  of  the  altar,  thou  who  art  my  Lord 
and  my  God:  and  for  this  belief  I  am  prepared  to 
suffer  a  thousand  deaths.  I  believe  that  in  this 
sacrament  is  truly  present  thy  glorious  Body, 
brighter  than  the  sun,  chosen  of  thousands,  with 
the  same  integrity,  beauty,  and  majesty,  passing 
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man's  conception,  wherewith  it  is  adorned  in 
heaven.  There  likewise  is  thy  Blood,  once  shed  for 
the  sins  of  us  and  all  mankind.  There  is  thy  soul, 
full  of  all  grace  and  wisdom,  wherein  are  all  the 
treasures  of  the  excellence  and  wisdom  of  God. 
Finally  there  is  hidden  thy  Godhead,  even  the 
Almighty  Word  through  whom  the  Father  uttereth 
all  things:  and  since  thou  art  in  the  Father,  and 
the  Father  in  thee,  there  also  is  present  the  Father, 
sending  forth  thee  his  Word ;  there  too  is  the  Holy 
Ghost,  uniting  in  love  the  Father  and  the  Son. 
Herein  are  consummated  all  thy  wondrous  works, 
herein  is  thy  supreme  mystery  passing  the  compre 
hension  of  the  mind  of  man,  herein  is  thy  infallible 
truth,  which  with  the  help  of  thy  grace  I  will 
confess  in  the  face  of  fire  and  sword. 

Hope. 

IN  thee  alone,  O  Jesu,  do  I  set  my  hope,  for  thou 
art  my  strength  and  my  salvation,  my  stony 
rock  and  my  defence,  the  source  of  all  good  things. 
How  could  I  dare  to  offer  this  awful  sacrifice  to  God 
the  Father  and  to  receive  thee  therein,  unless  thou 
gavest  me  confidence,  who  hast  redeemed  me  by 
thy  Blood.  Therefore  trusting  in  thy  loving-kind 
ness,  I  draw  near  to  thee  as  a  sheep  that  is  diseased 
to  the  shepherd,  as  a  sick  man  to  the  physician,  as 
a  guilty  man  condemned  to  death  to  his  advocate, 
beseeching  thee  to  comfort  and  protect  me,  to 
strengthen  and  heal  me.  The  deeps  of  my  nothing 
ness  call  unto  the  deeps  of  thy  goodness  :  for 
although  my  sins  are  great  and  grievous,  yet  they 
are  as  nothing,  even  though  they  were  greater  and 
more  grievous,  if  they  are  compared  with  thy  mercy 
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and  the  price  of  thy  Blood.  Herein  is  my  whole 
confidence,  and  I  rejoice  that  there  is  nothing  in  me, 
wherein  I  can  put  my  trust.  Have  mercy  upon  me 
and  save  me,  thou  that  never  f  ailest  them  that  put 
their  trust  in  thee. 

Charity. 

HOW  mighty,  O  most  loving  Jesu,  was  the  love 
that  inflamed  thy  heart,  when  being  about 
to  leave  the  world  and  go  to  the  Father,  thou  didst 
prepare  for  us  a  table  containing  all  delights  and 
all  savour  of  sweetness.  Great  and  admirable  was 
the  work  of  thy  love,  when  thou  didst  vouchsafe 
to  take  our  nature  upon  thee;  but  far  greater  and 
more  marvellous  is  it,  that  thou  hast  left  us  thy  Body 
to  be  our  meat  and  thy  Blood  to  be  our  drink: 
therein  thou  didst  take  upon  thyself  our  manhood, 
herein  thou  bestowest  upon  us  thy  Godhead.  In 
such  wise  hast  thou  shed  forth  on  us  the  treasures 
of  thy  grace,  that,  since  thou  hast  prevented  us 
with  such  unspeakable  kindness,  we  needs  must 
strive  with  all  our  strength  to  repay  thy  love.  And 
therefore  I  love  thee,  who  art  my  only  solace  in 
this  my  pilgrimage,  the  only  hope  of  my  failing  soul, 
my  only  happiness,  and  the  greatest  good  that  I  can 
enjoy  on  earth.  I  love  thee  with  all  my  heart, 
with  all  my  mind  and  with  all  my  strength:  and 
would  that  I  might  ever  love  thee  with  a  love  burn 
ing  more  fiercely  at  every  moment.  This  is  my 
consuming  desire,  to  this  end  are  bent  the  groans 
and  sighings  of  my  heart.  For  thou  drawest  unto 
thee  all  the  strength  of  my  soul,  when  thou  pourest 
thyself  into  me,  making  me,  so  far  as  it  may  be, 
like  unto  thyself,  not  feeding  my  hungry  soul  with 
any  earthly  food,  but  nourishing,  satisfying  and 
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fulfilling  me,  with  thy  precious  Body  and  Blood. 
For  this  thy  unspeakable  bounty,  I  love  thee,  O  my 
God,  and  that  I  may  never  cease  to  love  thee,  do 
thou  who  art  the  food  and  sustenance  of  love,  in 
flame  with  thine  own  self  my  love  of  thee.  O  fire 
that  ever  burnest  and  never  failest,  kindle  my  reins 
and  my  heart  that  they  may  burn  with  love  of  thee. 
Thou  earnest  to  send  fire  upon  earth ;  kindle  it  and 
fan  it  that  it  may  grow  continually.  For  I  will  love 
thee,  if  thou  givest  me  strength  to  love  thee,  and  I 
will  love  thee  the  more,  the  more  bounteously  thou 
pourest  on  me  grace  to  love :  yet  never  shall  I  love 
thee  as  thou  deservest. 

Desire. 

LKE  as  the  hart  desireth  the  water  brooks, 
so  longeth  my  soul  after  thee,  Lord  Jesu, 
my  Saviour  :  verily  my  soul  longeth  to  draw 
near  to  thee,  and  to  offer  thee  to  God  the  Father, 
and  from  the  fount  of  thy  salvation  to  drink  in  joy 
the  wine  that  maketh  glad  the  heart.  For  I  am  a- 
thirst,  O  Lord,  being  wearied  in  the  way  of  iniquity : 
I  am  athirst  for  thee  my  God,  the  well  of  living 
waters :  I  am  athirst  for  thy  Blood  which  in  a  wonder 
ful  manner  thou  hast  given  to  be  my  drink.  I  come 
unto  thee,  my  deliverer,  and  hungry  and  thirsty 
call  after  thee  :  Thou  Son  of  David,  have  mercy 
upon  me,  and  give  me  thy  bread,  give  me  the  wine 
that  thou  hast  mingled,  that  my  soul  may  be  com 
forted  :  would  that  I  might  know  the  affections  and 
burning  desires  of  all  the  Saints,  that  I  might  ever 
thirst  for  thee  the  well  of  life,  the  well  of  wisdom, 
the  well  of  everlasting  light,  the  river  of  pleasures. 
Would  that  my  heart  might  ever  hunger  for  thee 
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the  bread  of  Angels,  the  sustenance  of  the  souls  of 
the  Saints  :  that  the  bowels  of  my  soul  might  be 
filled  with  the  savour  of  thy  sweetness.  My  soul 
will  not  be  comforted,  until  I  receive  thee,  Lord 
Jesu,  who  art  all  the  good  I  need,  whom  alone  I  do 
desire  with  ardent  yearning,  with  all  the  affection 
and  devotion  of  all  thine  elect,  who  feast  with  thee 
continually  at  thy  table,  whose  riches  I  offer  unto 
thee  for  the  rilling  of  my  want.  Be  thou  alone  my 
joy,  my  repose,  my  sustenance,  and  my  treasure, 
wherein  my  soul  may  find  rest.  Grant  that  I  may 
desire  nought  but  thee,  and  that  all  things  may 
seem  worthless  unto  me,  save  thee  my  God,  and 
my  delight  on  whom  alone  my  heart  is  fixed. 

Humility. 

OGOD,  supreme  and  terrible,  almighty  and  in 
comprehensible,  who  art  thou  and  who  am 
I  that  thou  shouldst  vouchsafe  to  come  unto  me, 
to  sit  at  meat  with  me,  and  to  make  thy  abode  with 
me  ?  Woe  is  me ;  how  great  is  thy  condescension, 
how  great  my  misery  and  ingratitude.  Thou  art 
King  of  kings  and  Lord  of  lords :  the  earth  trembleth 
at  the  look  of  thee :  thou  art  the  fount  of  holiness, 
in  whose  sight  the  Angels  are  unclean:  thou  art 
the  sun  of  everlasting  brightness,  who  dwellest  in 
the  light  that  no  man  can  approach  unto:  and  I 
am  an  unclean  creature,  mocked  of  all  calamities, 
tossed  about  by  the  madness  of  my  passions,  made 
subject  to  all  vanity,  a  vessel  of  dishonour,  a  child 
of  wrath  and  darkness.  And  how  can  there  be 
fellowship  between  thy  light  and  my  darkness  ?  How 
can  I  presume  to  draw  near  to  thee,  who  am  but  a 
worm  of  earth,  in  whom  is  no  order,  but  ever- 
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lasting  confusion  ?  With  what  confidence  shall  I 
stand  before  thee,  the  most  just  Judge,  before  whose 
sight  the  pillars  of  heaven  are  shaken  ?  For  al 
though  thou  art  present  in  all  places,  yet  have  I 
departed  far  from  thee,  and  my  miserable  soul, 
which  thou  hadst  pledged  unto  thee  at  my  baptism, 
hath  played  the  harlot  with  many  lovers,  rejecting 
thee,  my  Creator  and  Redeemer,  to  cleave  to  vain 
creatures  :  thou  hast  separated  me  from  my 
mother's  womb,  and  called  me  by  thy  grace  to 
shine  before  men  in  brightness  of  learning  and 
godliness  of  life:  but  I  have  lived  in  the  darkness, 
savouring  not  the  things  which  are  thine,  but  the 
things  which  are  on  earth.  Thou  hast  of  thy  good 
ness  prepared  a  table  for  me,  and  I  have  sighed 
after  the  flesh-pots  of  Egypt.  Thou  hast  given  me 
thy  Blood  to  drink,  and  I  have  turned  aside  to  the 
cup  of  Babylon.  Yet  will  I  speak  unto  thee,  who 
am  but  dust  and  ashes.  Look  upon  thy  servant 
and  receive  me,  whom  thou  dost  so  lovingly  invite 
unto  thee.  Now  know  I  indeed  that  without  thee 
I  am  nothing,  and  without  thee  is  neither  life  nor 
salvation.  Therefore  I  pray  thee,  cast  behind  my 
back  all  my  sins  and  embrace  me,  unworthy  though 
I  be  of  thy  grace,  who  now  return  unto  thee,  after 
the  saying  of  the  Prophet :  The  sacrifice  of  God  is  a 
troubled  spirit:  a  broken  and  contrite  heart,  O  God, 
shalt  thou  not  despise.

hunger:  may  it  feed  on  thee,  that  the  bowels  of  my 
soul  be  filled  with  the  savour  of  thy  sweetness: 
may  I  ever  thirst  after  thee  the  well  of  life,  the  well 
of  wisdom  and  knowledge,  the  well  of  everlasting 
light,  the  river  of  pleasures,  the  plenteousness  of 
the  house  of  God :  may  I  ever  pay  my  vows  unto 
thee,  seek  thee  and  find  thee,  strive  for  thee  and 
come  to  thee,  think  upon  thee  and  speak  of  thee: 
may  I  in  all  things  labour  for  the  honour  and  glory 
of  thy  Name,  with  holiness  and  wisdom,  with  love 
and  delight,  with  readiness  and  devotion,  with 
endurance  unto  the  end.  Be  thou  alone  my  hope, 
my  trust,  my  riches,  my  gladness,  my  delight,  my 
joy,  my  rest  and  repose,  my  peace,  my  pleasure, 
my  fragrance,  my  sweetness,  my  food,  my  comfort, 
my  refuge,  my  help,  my  wisdom,  my  portion,  my 
possession,  and  my  treasure,  that  my  heart  and  soul 
being  rooted  and  grounded  in  thee  may  nevermore 
be  separated  from  thee.  Amen.

Sunday. 

MOST  loving  Jesu,  my  Redeemer  and  my  God, 
I  adore  thee,  who  art  present  in  my  breast 
beneath  the  forms  of  bread  and  wine,  wherein  thou 
art  made  the  meat  and  drink  of  my  soul.  O  my 
God,  I  pray  that  thy  coming  to  my  soul  may  be 
ever  blessed,  and  for  this  great  benefit  I  give  thee 
thanks  from  my  inmost  heart,  and  lament  that 
I  cannot  worthily  give  thanks  unto  thee.  For  how 
could  a  steward  of  low  degree  give  worthy  thanks, 
if  his  king  should  visit  his  hut,  save  by  casting  him 
self  down  at  his  feet  in  silence  to  praise  and  honour 
such  great  condescension  ?  Therefore,  O  heavenly 
King,  Jesu  beloved,  I  cast  myself  at  thy  feet  and 
adore  thee  in  my  infinite  vileness.  I  unite  my 
adoration  to  the  adoration  offered  unto  thee  by  the 
blessed  Virgin  Mary,  when  she  received  thee  into 
her  sacred  womb,  and  with  that  love  wherewith 
she  loved  thee  would  I  also  honour  thee.  O  loving 
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Redeemer,  thou  hast  this  day  in  obedience  to  my 
words  come  down  from  heaven  into  my  hands:

Thou 
hast  vouchsafed  to  undergo  death  for  my  sake,  and 
hast  given  me  thy  Flesh  to  eat :  I  give  up  all  things, 
I  renounce  all  things,  and  embrace  thee  alone,  most 
loving  Saviour.  Who  shall  separate  me  from  the 
love  of  Christ  ?  O  loving  Redeemer,  whom  can  I 
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desire  to  love,  save  thee,  who  art  infinite  goodness, 
and  worthy  of  infinite  love?  Whom  have  I  in 
heaven  but  thee  ?  and  there  is  none  upon  earth  that 
I  desire  in  comparison  of  thee.

Tuesday. 

T  ORD,    how    could    I    offend    thee    so    often, 

1  j  knowing  how  greatly  I  displeased    thee    by 

my  sins?    I   implore  thee,  by  the  merits  of  thy 
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passion,  pardon  me,  and  bind  me  to  thee  by  the 
bonds  of  thy  love :  let  not  the  foulness  of  my  offences 
separate  me  from  thee.  Make  me  ever  to  know 
more  and  more  thy  goodness  and  the  love  which  I 
owe  to  thee,  and  the  charity  wherewith  thou  hast 
loved  me. 

I  desire,  Lord  Jesu,  to  devote  myself  utterly  to 
thee,  even  as  thou  hast  vouchsafed  to  offer  thyself 
as  a  sacrifice  for  me.  Thou  hast  bound  me  unto 
thee  with  countless  bonds  of  love;  suffer  me  not, 
I  pray  thee,  ever  to  be  separated  from  thee.  O  my 
God,  I  love  thee,  and  desire  to  love  thee  evermore. 
How  can  I  live,  separated  from  thee  and  without 
thy  grace,  seeing  that  I  have  known  thy  love?  I 
thank  thee,  for  that  thou  hast  borne  with  me,  when 
I  lived  without  thy  grace,  and  for  that  thou  still  dost 
grant  me  time  for  loving  thee.  If  death  had  come 
upon  me  in  former  times,  I  could  no  more  have 
loved  thee.  But  inasmuch  as  I  still  can  love  thee, 
I  desire  to  love  thee  with  all  my  strength,  O  dearest 
Jesu,  and  I  desire  with  my  whole  heart  to  love  thee 
in  all  things.  I  love  thee,  O  infinite  Goodness,  I 
love  thee  above  myself;  and  for  that  I  love  thee, 
I  give  unto  thee  my  body,  my  soul,  and  all  my  will. 
Do  and  deal  with  me,  O  Lord,  according  to  thy  good 
pleasure;  I  subdue  myself  unto  thee  in  all  things.

O  Mary  most  holy,  who  hast  all  power  with  God, 
obtain  for  me  this  grace,  that  in  all  time  of  tempta 
tion  I  may  seek  refuge  in  God  and  in  thee. 

Wednesday. 

OLORD  Jesu,  I  see  what  great  things  thou 
hast  wrought  and  suffered,  that  thou  mightest 
constrain  me  to  love  thee;  and  have  I  shewn  my 
self  so  ungrateful  to  thee  ?  How  often  have  I 
bartered  thy  grace  for  the  sake  of  worthless  delights 
and  evil  desires,  and  thereby  lost  thee,  0  God  of  my 
soul !  To  thy  creatures  I  have  given  honour  and 
gratitude  for  the  benefits  they  have  done  to  me: 
to  thee  alone  have  I  shewed  myself  ungrateful. 
Pardon  me,  O  my  God:  I  bewail  such  sins  of  in- 
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gratitude,  I  repent  thereof  with  all  my  heart,  and 
I  hope  for  thy  pardon  since  thou  art  infinite  good 
ness.  If  thou  wert  not  infinite  goodness,  I  must 
needs  despair,  nor  might  I  dare  henceforth  to 
implore  thy  mercy. 

All  thanks  be  unto  thee,  O  my  beloved,  for  that 
thou  hast  not  condemned  me  to  hell,  as  I  have 
deserved,  and  hast  for  so  long  a  time  endured  me  1 
Even  thy  long-suffering  towards  me,  O  my  God, 
should  draw  me  to  love  thee.  Who  could  ever  have 
borne  with  me,  save  thee,  who  art  a  God  of  infinite 
mercy  ?  For  long  since  hast  thou  invited  me  to 
love  thee ;  I  will  no  longer  resist  thy  love ;  behold, 
I  give  myself  utterly  unto  thee.  Enough  have  I 
sinned  against  thee,  now  do  I  desire  to  love  thee. 
I  love  thee  for  that  thou  art  my  chiefest  good  ; 
I  love  thee  for  that  thou  art  infinite  goodness;  I 
love  thee,  O  my  God,  for  that  thou  art  worthy  of 
infinite  love,  and  I  desire  evermore  to  repeat  in 
time  and  in  eternity:  I  love  thee,  I  love  thee. — O 
God,  how  many  years  have  I  lost,  wherein  I  might 
have  loved  thee,  and  advanced  in  thy  love,  and  I 
have  spent  them  in  sinning  against  thee.  But  my 
hope,  O  Jesu,  is  in  thy  precious  Blood.  I  hope  never 
to  cease  from  loving  thee.  I  know  not  how  much 
of  life  remains  to  me;  but  the  residue  of  my  life, 
whether  it  be  short  or  long,  I  consecrate  entirely 
unto  thee.  To  this  end  hast  thou  waited  for  me 
unto  this  day.  I  desire  indeed  to  please  thee.  I 
desire,  O  most  loving  Lord,  ever  to  love  thee,  and 
I  desire  to  love  thee  alone.  What  care  I  for  pleasures 
or  wealth  or  honour  ?  Thou  alone,  O  my  God,  thou 
alone  art  and  ever  shalt  be  my  love  and  my  all. 
But  I  can  do  nothing,  unless  thou  helpest  me  by  thy 
grace.  Pierce,  I  pray  thee,  and  inflame  my  heart

with  thy  holy  love,  and  so  unite  it  wholly  unto  thee, 
that  it  can  never  be  parted  from  me.  Thou  hast 
promised  to  love  them  that  love  thee :  I  love  them 
that  love  me  (Prov.  8.  17).  Now  do  I  love  thee  ;  O 
be  not  angry  with  my  boldness,  do  thou  also  love  me, 
and  suffer  me  not  to  do  aught  that  may  prevent 
thee  from  loving  me.  He  that  loveth  not,  abideth 
in  death  ( i  John  3.  14) .  Deliver  me  from  that  death 
that  would  hinder  me  from  loving  thee.  Grant  that 
I  may  ever  love  thee,  that  thou  mayest  ever  be  able 
to  love  me:  and  so  shall  love  continue  ever  more 
between  us,  nor  ever  henceforth  be  broken.

Thursday. 

OGOD  of  infinite  majesty,  behold  at  thy  feet 
the  traitor  who  has  sinned  so  grievously 
against  thee.  Many  times  hast  thou  had  mercy  on 
my  sins ;  and  I  spurning  the  benefits  and  the  succour 
which  thou  hast  granted  me,  have  wronged  thee 
yet  again.  Others  have  sinned  in  darkness,  but  I 
in  the  light.  But  do  thou  hearken  to  the  voice  of 
this  thy  Son,  whom  but  now  I  have  offered  unto 
thee,  and  who  now  is  in  my  heart.  Let  him  implore 
for  me  thy  mercy  and  thy  pardon.  Spare  me,  O 
infinite  goodness,  for  the  love  of  Jesus  Christ;  for  I 
repent  me  with  my  whole  heart  that  I  have  offended 
thee. 

1  know  that  thou,  for  the  love  of  Jesus  Christ, 
art  willing  to  have  mercy  upon  sinners:   It  pleased 
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the  Father  by  him  to  reconcile  all  things  unto  him 
self  (Col.  i.  19,  20).  By  the  love  of  Jesus  Christ 
I  pray  thee  therefore  to  have  compassion  also  upon 
me.  Cast  me  not  away  from  thy  presence,  although 
I  deserve  it :  spare  me  and  change  my  heart.  Make 
me  a  clean  heart,  O  God.  Do  this  even  for  the 
honour  of  thy  Name,  inasmuch  as  thou  hast  chosen 
me  to  be  a  priest  and  minister  to  offer  unto  thee  thy 
Son  himself.  Make  me  to  live  as  a  priest  ought  to 
live.  Grant  me  the  heart  wherewith  a  priest  ought 
to  love  thee.  Quench,  I  pray  thee,  and  destroy  by 
the  fire  of  thy  love  all  earthly  affections.  Grant 
that  I  may  henceforth  shew  myself  grateful  for  the 
benefits  that  thou  hast  bestowed  upon  me,  and  for 
the  great  love  wherewith  thou  hast  loved  me. 
Though  once  I  spurned  thy  love,  yet  now  do  I  prize 
it  above  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  world,  and  I  set  thy 
good  pleasure  before  all  riches,  and  the  delights  of 
heaven  and  earth.  O  my  Father,  by  the  love  of 
Jesus  Christ,  draw  me  from  all  things  beside.  It  is 
thy  will  that  thy  priests  should  be  separated  from 
all  things  that  are  in  the  world,  and  should  live  for 
thee  alone,  and  for  the  works  of  thy  glory.  Separate 
me  Saul  and  Barnabas  for  the  work  whereunto  I 
have  called  them  (Acts  13.  2).  I  know  that  thou 
requirest  this  of  me  also,  and  this  I  purpose  to  do, 
but  do  thou  help  me  by  thy  grace.  Draw  me  alto 
gether  unto  thee.  Grant  me  in  toil  and  in  adversity 
patience,  and  a  will  that  is  conformed  to  thee. 
Grant  me  grace  to  mortify  myself  for  love  of  thee. 
Bestow  on  me  the  spirit  of  true  humility,  whereby 
I  may  rejoice  to  be  held  worthless  and  sinful.  Teach 
me  to  do  thy  will,  and  thereafter  shew  unto  me  that 
which  thou  wouldst  have  me  to  do;  for  this  I 
would  fain  perform.  Take  back,  0  my  God,  to  the 
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love  of  thee,  a  sinner  who  heretofore  hath  sinned 
grievously  against  thee,  but  now  desires  to  love 
thee  and  to  be  thine.  O  eternal  God,  I  hope  to  love 
thee  to  all  eternity.  And  therefore  in  this  life  do  I 
desire  to  love  thee  much,  that  I  may  be  enabled  to 
love  thee  much  to  all  eternity.  And  because  I  love 
thee,  I  desire  thee  to  be  known  and  loved  by  all  men ; 
and  therefore,  0  Lord,  since  thou  hast  made  me  thy 
priest,  grant  that  I  may  labour  for  thee  and  strive 
for  the  salvation  of  souls.  All  this  I  ask  through 
thy  merits,  O  Christ  Jesus,  and  through  thy  merits, 
O  Mary  my  Mother. 

Friday. 

OJESU,  how  couldst  thou  choose  me  out  of 
thousands  to  be  thy  priest  ?  Me,  who  have 
so  often  turned  my  back  upon  thee,  and  for  nothing 
spurned  thy  grace  ?  Most  loving  Lord,  I  grieve  with 
all  my  soul  for  my  sins.  Tell  me,  hast  thou  forgiven 
me,  even  as  I  hope  ?  Indeed  thou  hast  been  my 
Redeemer,  not  once,  but  as  often  as  thou  hast  spared 
me.  O  my  Saviour,  would  that  I  had  never  offended 
thee.  Grant,  I  pray  thee,  that  I  may  hear  the  words 
that  thou  didst  speak  to  Magdalen  :  Thy  sins  are 
forgiven  thee.  Grant  me  great  sorrow  for  my  sins, 
that  I  may  feel  myself  to  have  been  restored  to  thy 
grace.  Into  thy  hands  I  commend  my  spirit ;  thou 
hast  redeemed  me,  O  Lord,  thou  God  of  truth.  O 
divine  Shepherd,  thou  didst  come  down  from  heaven 
to  find  me,  a  sheep  that  was  lost,  and  for  my  sake 
thou  dost  come  down  daily  upon  the  altar:  thou 
hast  laid  down  thy  life  for  my  salvation ;  leave  me 
not.  Into  thy  hands  I  commend  my  soul,  receive 
it'of  thy  mercy,  and  suffer  me  not  ever  to  be  separ 
ated  from  thee.

I  pray  thee,  let  thy  love  reign  in  my  heart ;  make 
me  to  be  wholly  thine:  and  therefore,  0  loving 
Saviour,  make  me  ever  mindful  of  the  love  where 
with  thou  hast  loved  me,  and  of  all  that  thou  hast 
done  and  suffered  that  thou  mightst  love  me  and 
be  loved  by  me.  For  this  cause  hast  thou  made  me 
a  priest,  that  I  should  love  nothing  save  thee.  O 
my  Jesu,  I  wish  indeed  to  please  thee:  I  love  thee, 
and  I  desire  to  love  nothing  save  thee.  Make  me 
lowly  and  patient  in  the  toils  of  this  life,  cheerful  in 
humiliations,  loathing  all  earthly  delights,  and 
withdrawn  from  all  love  of  creatures:  grant  that  I 
may  cast  out  from  my  heart  all  affections  that  are 
not  directed  towards  thee.  All  this  I  implore  of 
thee,  and  hope  by  the  merits  of  thy  passion  to 
receive  the  same.  O  Jesu  most  sweet,  O  Jesu 
beloved,  O  good  Jesu,  hear  me. 

O  Mary  my  Mother  and  my  hope,  do  thou  also 
hear  me  and  pray  to  Jesus  for  me.

"  Speak,  Lord,  for  thy  servant  heareth  " 
(i  Sam.  3.  10). 

OMOST  loving  Jesu,  this  day  also   hast  thou 
come  to  visit  my  soul;    I  thank  thee  from 
my  inmost  heart.      Since  thou   hast   come  unto 
me,  speak,  I  pray  thee,  and  tell  me  what  thou 
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wouldst  have  me  to  do,  for  I  am  ready  to  do  all 
things.  I  am  not  worthy  that  thou  shouldst  speak 
any  more  to  me,  for  that  I  have  often  refused  to 
hear  thy  voice,  wherewith  thou  wast  calling  me  to 
thy  love,  and  in  thanklessness  have  turned  my  back 
upon  thee.

Thou,  O  Jesu,  hast  given  thyself 
wholly  unto  me :  thou  hast  given  thy  Blood,  thy  life, 
thy  agony  and  sweat,  and  all  thy  merits.  I  give  my 
self  wholly  unto  thee;  I  give  thee  all  my  joys,  all 
the  pleasures  of  this  life,  my  body,  my  soul,  and  my 
will :  I  have  no  more  to  give  thee ;  if  I  had  more, 
I  would  give  thee  more.  O  sweetest  Jesu,  thou  art 
sufficient  for  me.  Yet  grant,  0  Lord,  that  I  may  be 
faithful  unto  thee ;  suffer  me  not  to  change  my  will 
and  to  abandon  thee.  I  trust,  O  my  Saviour,  that 
by  the  merits  of  thy  passion  this  may  never  befall 
me.  Thou  hast  said:  Did  ever  any  trust  in  the  Lord 
and  was  confounded  ?

Let  all 
creatures  that  dwell  in  heaven  and  earth  and  in  the 
deeps  rejoice  before  thee,  and  render  perpetual 
praise  unto  thee;  that  as  it  came  forth  from  thee 
it  may  flow  back  again  unto  thee,  the  beginning 
and  the  end  of  all  things.  Let  my  heart  and  my 
soul  rejoice  before  thee,  my  strength,  my  under 
standing,  my  powers,  and  all  the  members  of  my 
body:  to  thee  alone  be  honour  and  glory,  from 
whom  and  by  whom  and  in  whom  are  all  things, 
who  art  God  blessed  and  to  be  praised  world  with 
out  end.  Amen.

For  thy  Son 
himself  will  worthily  praise  thy  Name  for  me,  he 
will  love  and  glorify  thee,  for,  being  within  me  in 
this  Holy  Sacrament,  he  has  been  made  one  with 
me  and  I  with  him.  Therefore  do  I  offer  him  unto 
thee  for  an  offering  of  incense  and  a  sweet-smelling 
savour,  to  the  increase  of  thy  honour  and  glory, 
and  in  thanksgiving  for  all  thy  benefits;  for  the 
remission  of  my  sins  and  those  of  the  whole  world, 
and  to  obtain  for  myself  and  all  for  whom  I  have 
prayed,  and  all  for  whom  I  am  bound  to  pray,  all 
succour  both  in  things  temporal  and  things  eternal, 
and  for  the  souls  of  all  the  faithful  departed. 
Accept,  0  Lord,  I  pray  thee,  together  with  this  most 
holy  oblation,  my  soul  and  my  body,  all  my  strength 
and  all  my  affections,  that  I  may  be  a  perpetual 
sacrifice  ever  burning  to  the  honour  of  thy  Majesty. 
Grant  that  henceforth  I  may  use  my  members  and 
my  understanding,  my  powers  and  my  life  for 
nothing  save  to  love  and  serve  thee.  Thou  art  my 
wisdom  and  my  light,  my  strength  and  my  stay:

2.  I  praise  and  honour  all  good  deeds  wrought 
from  the  beginning  of  the  world  up  to  this  present 
time,  or  to  be  wrought  henceforth  unto  the  end  of  the 
world :  and  if  it  were  possible,  I  would  multiply  them 
by  the  help  of  God's  grace,  for  which  I  humbly  pray. 

3.  I  intend  to  do,  to  say,  and  to  think  all  tilings 
to  the  greater  glory  of  God,  in  union  with  all  those 
good  intentions  which  the  Saints  have  formed,  or 
shall  form,  or  be  able  to  form  hereafter. 

4.  I  pardon  and  forgive  with  all  my  heart  all 
my  enemies,  all  my  slanderers,  and  all  that  speak 
evil  of  me;  all  them  that  in  any  wise  hurt  me  or 
seek  to  harm  me. 

5.  I  would  that  I  could  save  all  men  by  dying  for 
every  one  of  them.    I  would  joyfully  do  so  by  the 
grace  of  God,  for  which  I  therefore  humbly  pray: 
for  without  it  I  can  do  nothing.

If  thou  stretchest  forth  thy  hand,  we  promise 
amendment ;  if  thou  holdest  back  the  sword  we 
perform  not  our  promises. 

If  thou  smitest  we  call  on  thee  to  spare  us  ; 
if  thou  sparest  again  we  provoke  thee  to  smite 
us. 

Thou  seest  us,  O  Lord,  sinners  who  confess  our 
guilt:  we  know  that  unless  thou  forgivest  thou 
wilt  rightly  destroy  us. 

O  Father  Almighty,  who  hast  made  us  out  of 
nothing  that  we  should  pray  unto  thee,  mercifully 
grant  us  those  things  for  which  we  pray.  Through 
Christ  our  Lord.

Mean 
while  the  Deacon  ascends  the  AUar,  and  having  taken 
the  monstrance  down  from  the  throne,  he  places  it  on 
the  corporal  and  genuflects  with  the  Subdeacon  at  the 
edge  of  the  predella.  And  the  Celebrant,  turning  to 
wards  the  people,  gives  the  blessing,  while  the  sacred 
Ministers  kneel  and  raise  the  fringes  of  his  cope. 
And  the  blessing  being  given,  the  Celebrant  places  the 
monstrance  on  the  Altar,  and,  after  genuflecting, 
descends  with  the  Subdeacon  to  the  pavement,  and  the 
veil  being  removed  from  the  shoulders  of  the  Priest, 
they  remain  kneeling  on  the  lowest  step  of  the  Altar, 
while  the  Deacon  replaces  the  Most  Holy  Sacrament 
in  the  tabernacle.

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PROCESSION  WITH  THE  MOST 
HOLY  SACRAMENT, 

ACCORDING  TO  THE  RITUAL. 

The  Celebrant  should  be  vested  in  amice,  alb, 
girdle,  stole,  and  white  cope  (or  cope  of  the  colour 
used  for  the  Office,  if  the  procession  takes  place  at  the 
end  of  Mass  or  Vespers).  Similarly  the  Deacon  and 
Subdeacon  are  vested  in  Dalmatic  and  Tunicle  (with 
out  maniples) .  And  all  being  ready,  the  Celebrant 
puts  incense  in  two  thuribles  without  blessing  it,  and 
kneeling  down,  he  receives  one  of  the  two  thuribles, 
and  thrice  censes  the  Most  Holy  Sacrament,  and  then 
the  humeral  veil  is  put  over  his  shoulders.  After 
wards  he  ascends  to  the  highest  step  of  the  Altar,  and 
kneeling  at  the  edge  of  the  predella,  he  receives  the 
Most  Holy  Sacrament  which  is  handed  to  him  by  the 
Deacon  ;  (or  if  there  be  no  Deacon,  the  Celebrant 
genuflects,  and  receives  the  Most  Holy  Sacrament 
from  the  Altar) ,  and  holding  it  before  his  face,  turns 
towards  the  people,  and  descends  under  the  balda- 
chino,  accompanied  by  the  Deacon  and  Subdeacon, 
who  raise  the  fringes  of  his  cope. 

An  Acolyte  goes  in  front  carrying  the  Cross  on  its 
pole,  between  iwo  Ministers  who  carry  candles.  And 
all  the  Clerics  who  are  present  follow,  vested  in  sur 
plices,  with  lighted  candles.  And  immediately  in 
front  of  the  canopy  are  two  Ministers,  who  continually 
cense  the  Most  Holy  Sacrament.  And  while  the 
Celebrant  descends  from  the  Altar,  the  Choir  shall 
always  sing  the  hymn  Of  the  glorious  Body  telling, 
and,  according  to  the  length  of  the  Procession,  Let 
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old  things  pass  away  or  High  Word  of  God,  who 
once  did  come  ;  or  O  Christ,  our  hope,  our  heart's 
desire  or  Eternal  Monarch,  King  most  high. 

And  the  Procession  being  ended,  the  Most  Holy 
Sacrament  is  replaced  by  the  Deacon  on  the  Altar, 
and  the  humeral  veil  being  removed,  the  Choir  sings  : 

HYMN. 
Tantum  ergo. 

THEREFORE  we,  before  him  bending, 
This  great  Sacrament  revere  : 
Types  and  shadows  have  their  ending, 
For  the  newer  rite  is  here, 
Faith,  our  outward  sense  befriending, 
Makes  the  inward  vision  clear. 

Glory,  let  us  give,  and  blessing, 

To  the  Father  and  the  Son, 

Honour,  might,  and  praise  addressing, 

While  eternal  ages  run, 

Ever  too  his  love  confessing, 

Who,  from  both,  with  both,  is  one.    Amen. 

Meanwhile,  incense  being  placed  in  one  of  the 
censers,  without  blessing  it,  the  Most  Holy  Sacrament 
is  censed  with  triple  swing. 

Afterward  is  sung : 

y.  Thou  gavest  them  bread  from  heaven.  Tfy. 
Containing  in  itself  all  sweetness. 

In  Eastertide  and  within  the  Octave  of  Corpus 
Christi,  Alleluia  is  added  to  the  y.  and  R/. 

The  Priest  standing,  sings  : 
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Let  us  pray. 

OGOD  who  in  a  wonderful  Sacrament  hast 
ordained  unto  us  a  memorial  of  thy  Passion  : 
grant  us,  we  beseech  thee,  so  to  worship  the  sacred 
mysteries  of  thy  Body  and  Blood  ;  that  we  may 
ever  feel  within  ourselves  the  fruits  of  thy  redemp 
tion  :  Who  livest  and  reignest  for  ever  and  ever. 
R/.  Amen. 

Then  the  Celebrant  receives  the  humeral  veil,  and 
after  genuflecting  on  the  predella,  receives  the  mon 
strance  from  the  Altar,  and  blesses  the  people  with 
the  Most  Holy  Sacrament,  making  the  sign  of  the 
Cross  once,  and  saying  nothing.  The  Deacon  and 
Subdeacon,  kneeling  at  the  edge  of  the  predella,  raise 
the  front  fringes  of  his  cope.  And  the  Celebrant,  after 
giving  the  Benediction,  lays  aside  the  humeral  veil, 
and  remains  kneeling  on  the  lowest  step  of  the  Altar, 
while  the  Deacon  reverently  replaces  the  Most  Holy 
Sacrament ;  but  if  there  be  no  Deacon,  the  Celebrant 
himself  replaces  it,  after  giving  the  Benediction.

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THE  ASPERGES. 

Tf  The  following  order  for  the  aspersion  of  holy 
water  is  to  be  observed  on  all  Sundays  before  the 
principal  Mass,  even  though  it  be  not  sung. 

Having  blessed  the  water,  the  Priest  who  is  going 
to  celebrate,  vested  in  a  cope  of  the  colour  of  the 
day,  proceeds  to  the  Altar.  And  there  kneeling, 
even  in  Eastertide,  with  the  ministers  below  the 
steps,  he  receives  the  aspersory  from  the  Deacon, 
and  first  asperses  the  Altar  thrice,  then  himself,  and, 
standing  up,  the  ministers,  beginning  the  Antiphon 
Thou  shalt  purge  me.  And  the  Quire  continues  : 
O  Lord,  with  hyssop,  etc.,  as  below.  Meanwhile 
the  Celebrant  asperses  the  Clergy,  and  then  the  people, 
saying  with  a  low  voice  with  the  ministers  the  Psalm 
Have  mercy  upon  me,  O  God. 

Antiphon.  Thou  shalt  purge  me,*  0  Lord,  with 
hyssop,  and  I  shall  be  clean  :  thou  shalt  wash  me, 
and  I  shall  be  whiter  than  snow. 

Ps.  51.  Have  mercy  upon  me,  O  God,  after 
thy  great  goodness,  y.  Glory  be  to  the  Father. 
And  the  Antiphon  is  repeated  :  Thou  shalt  purge 
me. 

^[  This  Antiphon  is  said  after  the  manner  prescribed 
in  the  aspersion  of  holy  water  on  Sundays  throughout 
the  year  :  except  upon  Passion  Sunday  and  upon 
Palm  Sunday,  when  Glory  be  to  the  Father  is  not 
said,  but  after  the  Psalm  Have  mercy,  the  Antiphon 
Thou  shalt  purge  me  is  immediately  repeated. 

But  in  Eastertide,  that  is  from  Easter  Sunday 
until  Pentecost  inclusively,  is  sung  this  Antiphon  : 
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Antiphon  :  I  beheld  water*  issuing  from  the 
right  side  of  the  temple,  alleluia  :  and  all  to  whom 
that  water  came  were  saved,  and  they  shall  say, 
alleluia,  alleluia. 

Ps.  118.  O  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  for  he 
is  gracious  :  because  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever. 

y.  Glory  be  to  the  Father. 

Antiphon  is  repeated.    I  beheld  water  issuing. 

^  On  Trinity  Sunday  is  resumed  :  Thou  shalt 
purge  me,  O  Lord. 

^[  On  the  Feastdays  of  Easter  and  Pentecost,  in 
places  where  there  is  a  Baptismal  Font,  the  aspersion 
is  made  with  the  water  blessed  the  previous  day 
in  the  Font  for  Baptism,  and  taken  from  it  before 
the  infusion  of  the  Oil  and  Chrism. 

Tf  Having  finished  the  Antiphon  after  the  manner 
prescribed  above,  the  Priest  who  has  sprinkled  the 
water,  returning  to  the  Altar,  with  joined  hands,  says  : 

y.  O  Lord,  shew  thy  mercy  upon  us. 

In  Eastertide  is  added  :   Alleluia. 

R/.  And  grant  us  thy  salvation. 

In  Eastertide  is  added:   Alleluia. 

y.  Lord,  hear  my  prayer. 

R/.  And  let  my  cry  come  unto  thee. 

y.  The  Lord  be  with  you. 

R/.  And  with  thy  spirit. 

Let  us  pray.     COLLECT. 

OLORD  holy,  Father  almighty,  everlasting 
God,  we  beseech  thee  to  hear  us  :  and  vouch 
safe  to  send  thy  holy  Angel  from  heaven,  to  guard 
and  cherish,  protect  and  visit,  and  evermore  de 
fend  all  that  dwell  in  this  dwelling-place.  Through 
Christ  our  Lord.
